O E Democratic national con ven 
tion of 1912 returns to the city 
where the first national con ven j 
tion of that 
party assembled \ 
eighty years ago. 
Up to and includ- J 
ing 1824 presidential nominations were 
made by committees of congress 
In 
,that year the system was attacked, 
and 
between that and 1828 various 
conventions were held in different parts 
o f the country, but no Democratic na 
ticn a l convention, properly speaking, 
w a s assembled till 1832. 
That vear 
on e gathered at Baltimore and oomi 
Bated President Andrew Jackson for a 
second term. 
The convention which named M artin 
Van Buren as Jackson's successor also 
met in 
Baltim ore, but 
was a 
year 
ahead of tim e, being held in 1835. The 
four succeeding national conventions 
of the party were likewise held in ttie 
M aryland metropolis—that of 1840 re 
nom inating Van Buren, that of 1844 
naming James K. Polk, that ot 1M> 
»electing Lewis Cass and that of 1852 
choosing Franklin Pierce. 
Thus far 
Baltim ore as a Democratic convention 
city wms lucky, four of the five candi 
dates named there having been elected 
W ith 1852. however, the scepter and

departed 
from 
Baltim ore 
Four years later Buchanan was nomi­ 
nated at Cincinnati. 
In 1800 the Dem­ 
ocratic convention first met at Charles- ; 
ton and split into fragments, two of
